Reported to the County Clerk. 


An important law passed by the 
last legislature was that requiring 
the county clerk to keep a record 
of all births and deaths.

tor these records must be furnished 
| by p h y s ic a l, and a failure to fur- 
! nish such information subjects the 
delinquent to a fine.
